River state that the 3.8, Meishun, 
operated by the Pacific Mail 8.58.

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“THE RENTS QUESTION. 


Hongkong.had its meeting of protest” against the 
increase In iii tasdeosiient rate and it was a meetilig so 
largely attended,-so representative of the varying interests 
of the Colony and so productive of sound argument that 
sour Government can hardly fail to act upon the recommenda- 
tion coutained in the resolution. When the meeting was 
convened it was wondered whether Hongkong people would 
bestir themselves ‘sufficiently to demonstrate in public what 
they were all thinking in private, but from the very opening 
of the Theatre meeting there was not the slightest shadow 
of doubt that all sections of the community were solid in 
their disapproval of the Government resolution passed in 
the Legislative Council. ‘The speakers to last evening's 
motion voiced the sentiments of all the different communt- 
-ties that. go to make up this cosmopolitan Colony and our 
Government will be autocratic indeed if it fails to act upon 
so commonly expressed a wish. 

The Hon. Lau Chu. Pak impressed us most, because 
he pointed out that increasingly high rentals was an asset 
to the Government. Speculation int property, due to the 
never failing demand for house and shop ruom, has had the 
effect of putting up rentals to a figure at which they have 
become an intolerable burden for all but the wealthy. The 
unehecked influx of Chinese from the hinterland, the 
paucity of building that has marked the past five years, 
and the exploitation of this situation by conscienceless land- 
lords have combined: to bring about a condition of affairs 
unparalleled in the history of the Colony. Whilst the burden 
is falling heavily on the average European it is falling far 

- heavier on the bulk of ‘the wage-earning Chinese and as 
these form the very backbone of the Colony they are entitl- 
ed to some measure of -protection. But instead of this— 
instead of enacting legislation whereby only a fair and 
reagonable rent can be extracted, the Government has seen 
fit to look for some of its additional revenue from the very 
source that is the least fitted to bear it. Surely a rare 
blunder was committed. And we might be forgiven for 
again pointing out that our Government stands to benefit 
by high rents, inasmuch as its assessment duty is levied (in 

_ the case of all rented property) on the rent the landlord 
charges and not upon a figure gained by an independent 
assessor. We know of no place in the Old Country where 
such a proceeding would be tolerated. It has been clearly- 
shown that the financial position of the Colony is not in an 
immediately parlous state, that the revebue from the new 
Stamp Ordinance will probably exceed expectations and 
that there is no moral justification for the levying of .an 
additional burden on the thousands of ‘householders who 
are already embarassed by the constantly growing cost of 
living. And for these reasons we hope that the Govern- 

- qwent will.act.in the way it hasbeen asked. ~ 
: But we feel constrained in closing our reference to the 
ineeting to comment on the fact that-those Unofficial Mem- 
bers w sient sv well in the Theatre last night uttered 
no protest and revealed no disapproval when the Govern- 
ment resolution was before the Legislative Council. If 
they had spoken ‘then much might have been saved. Let 
us hope that it is not a case of speaking too late.

Shanghai’s New Structure. 


One can credit from the 
description . that the | new 
premises in Shanghai of the 
famous banking corporation so 
closely associated with the two 
ports, and with China generally, 
constitute “a lordly building.” 
The Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank's new structure in the 
northern port .towera up to 
five etoreys, crowned . by 
a massive domo, of which the 
apex rises to an altitude of 180 ft. 
The architecture is Neo-Grecian, 
with Hongkong granite for the 
facing. At the oponing ceremony, 
Mr. Stephen, the new chief 
manager, concluded his epitome 
of the Bank's history with this 
fitting peroration; “ The building 
will be an indication of our 
faith in the future development 
of the trade of China,. in the 
future of this port, where we 
expect all nations will be allowed 
to trade peacefully for all time, 
and in t)o future of the Bank, 
which we trust will always 
maintain, its leading position 
here.” The Colony’s Governor, 
Sir Edward Stubbs, appropriately 
added a tribute when he com- 
mented upon the value of the 
Bank’s assistance, in finance 
and in advice, to Hongkong, 
whose Legislative Council, 
as his Excellency observed, 
contains two members the 
bank's Board and now Mr, 
Stephen.. When the Bank 
produced its’ first balancc-sheet 
forty-five years ago the profits 
amounted to less than a quarter 
of a million dollars; last year 
they reached over 12 millions, 
with a sterling reserve of 2% 
millions and $21,500,000 in silver, 
“Wayfoong" is essentially a 
Far Eastern institution—Hong- 
kong, not ,London, holds its 
headquarters; and Sir Thomas 
Jackson’s foresight in rebuilding 
the premises here on their pre- 
sent lines—much laughed at then 
—has been abundantly vindicated. 


The Unseen Force. . 


Of more than ordinary interest 
is the notification that the new 
U.S: Ambassador to Britain, who 
has just arrived in London, ‘is 
accompanied by Col. House. Ihe 
latter holds no official post, nor is 
he a member of Congress ; but he 
is generally believed, and with 
good reason, to be a: living store- 
house of, State secrets.

Talk In Canton Of An 
_ Exchange. 


A report in the vornacular 
press states that negotiations 
are going on between the 
British _ diplomats and the 
Peaking Government to have the 
British concession of Weihaiwei 
returned to China. and in 
exchange for which, the 
Peking Government ‘is to 
grant the ‘right to extend 
the concession from Kowloon to 
Whampao in the province of 
Kwangtung. Anothor request of 
the British, says the report, is 
that the Peking “Government 
should recognise the Cassell 
collieries contract made with 
Mu Yung-hsin, the discredited 
Kwanggsi Tuchun of Kwangtung. 
Continuing, the. report states 
that the Peking Government is 
willing to grant all these 
concessions provided Hongkong 
will aid war lord Lu . Yung- 
ting of Kwangsi in the campa‘gnto 
drive out the present authorities in 
Canton. A telegram is reported to 
have been sent the Kwangsi War 
lord to the effect that foreign aid ia 
forthcoming and he is urged to 
start the campaign against 
Kwangtung immediately. The 
intention of the Hongkong 
Government to extend .the 
concession to ‘Whampo is to 
convert that place into a great 
treaty Port which embracing 
Hongkong will wield consider- 
ablo influence in the development 
of British trade in South China. 

The vernacular press further 
states that so great is the anger 
of the Chinese- at these reports 
that some Chinese urged a 
general boycott of the port of 
Hongkong so as to paralyso the 
commerce of the British Colony.

What possible’ arguments can be 
raised in defence of depriving of 
a vote those who have had it at 
home? (Applause). I ask you 
therefore to confirm the principles 
enunciated in these resolutions, 
which will lead to Unollicial con- 
trol of our legislature, a control 
which is more necessary now ‘than 
it ever was before, for we see in- 
vtances of squandermania and 
reckless expenditure going on all 
around. And. thése are no new 
principles, In 1894 a similar peii- 
tion to that which we are now 
going to present was presented to 
the House of Commons, and signed 
by most of the leading residents 
of the Colony. In 1894 the revenue 
of the Colony was about two mil- 
lion dollars. Now it is about 
eighteen. millions. In 1894 the 
Cofony consisted of the island of 
Hongkong, without any motor 
roads, and a small promontory, 
Tsim Tsa Tsui. There were no 
New Territories, The hall in 
which we stand was on the sea 
font, and nokedy could foretell the 
great changes that time would 
evolve. But now that we aré a 
very important section of the com- 
munity we. say that the time is 
long past: for us to be controlled, 
absolutely controlled, by not even 
the whim of a bundle of officials, 
bezause even the voice of the 
officials is guided by. the voice of 
one man,—but that we should 
no longer be departmentally 
governed, I ask you ta endorse 
these resolutions.
